An Oath is to be taken when we are thercunto called by lawfull 
authoritic, and may be refuſed, when lawfull authoritie prohibiteth 
the ſame, or exempteth inferiours from the fame.

So for that He craftily a= 
viſedcertain privy Oaths, contrary to th: LaW, andcauſed Hu Swbjetts 
to be ſworn thereto, Though this be now ordinarily done, not ſo much 
ty the King, as by the Cavaliers within their Dominions of Nor- 
thumberland, Cumberland, Torkeſhire, Cheſter, $ hrow:bnry, &c. But

Is the King command- 
ing that which is deſtru&ive of the State, ſeduced by diſaffeRed perſons 
higher then the ſame King countermanding it in His high Counſell 
and Gout of Parliament, whoſe Ats doe neceffarily involve him in 
them,and carry in themſelves a regall authority and power , which if 
they did not I ſhould not reverencethem?

ant piven them that pow:r which he might have forborne, 

Or to illuſtrate ic by another compariſon,wherein I ſhall ſurely pleaſe 
the King,whilſt I compare him to God: even as God, when he hath divi- 
ded his divine effence, and given that erfeftion which had an eminent 
preexiltence in himſelte into another. Then that creature can at accor- 
ding to that power received without any further eſpeciall concurſe of 
God : even ſo the Parliament /uppoſito communi concur/u, The common 
concurſe being ſuppoled,which 1s to be ſuppoſed in that primary grant 
or at of continuation,wi:hout any further and mare efpeciall approba- 
tion, can make Orders and determinations which ſhall be of validicy not 
alcogether null,as ſome would have. 

Againe, paſlive obedience hath not place, unlefſe where there is-no 
communication in matter, as weknow by the rules of Phylicke , but 
according to the common rule, Que communicant materia ea invicens 
1ran/murantur, C agunt ; now although we ſhould have granted that 
the King before this aforeſaid explication or unfulding bimſelfe in the 
Commons, did not communicate in matter with the Commons, but 
were altogether above them and out their reach : yet we mult needs ſay, 
By making himſelfe a Member of this Houſe, he hath brought in a kinde 
of coordination and patity, and he himfelfe, with them, makes but the. 
matter of a Parliament ; provided the coordination be ever lockt at as 
till qualified with that regall ſupremacy and pri:nacy which doth ever, 
and immediately, and neceffarily attend his royall perfor. Fur as we 
fay in the naturall body are towe Elements, whereof fire is the moſt* 
princely and ative, and doth ever obtain preterment above the reſt, 

So it ts inthus body of Parliament, compounded of divers Eſtates, King, 
Lords, and Commons, where notwithſtanding the King holas bu Soveraignty 
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Yet tet me go further, that you may ſee, That Tby granting the King 
this kighnelſe which no man can deny bim, have not given him a liber. 
ty to doeany thing as theſe foure Elements, though fre be the moſt 
ative princ'ple, are ſo compounded in the body, that the ſy 
and harmony ot the funRions is not hindred at all, they are lo ſweetly 
tempered in the cummixtion. Even ſo it is or ſbould be in the Parlia- 
ment, that although the King by all conſent be allowed bis royall Ti. 
tle, ard as fie, be moſtnuble, yet he ought fo ſweetly to be tempered 
wich the reſt, with the other eſtates, which ſhould as it were qualifie 
him, as that the fun tions and operations of this politicall body might 
nt be hindred, throngh the want of which wee lee they be, Let none 
wonder then by the way at the Parliaments zeale : alas, they are glad to 
ſupply the place of fire. | ;

know not, for I thirke the Cavaliers contemn the King as much as 
others, unlefſe it be fo far as he complies with them in their horrid 
delgner. Or to illuſtrate it thus, As the ugh the head ſhould will the eye 
(0 be open, {o that the viſible ſpecies might be expoſed to it, and yet wilt

Hi night Colonell Manwarings Brigad: could not march doWne the bill, aud 
therefore Was forced to querter that ne 28 upon the bill, 8he next morniag they 
marched diwen the bill inte $he i/ale, bis Excellencie quartered at Chetraim,and 
the reſt of the Armie in tie adjacent Pariſhes. The enemie bavmg raiſed bis ſeige on 
Tuciday in the afternom, and gone the way that leads ts Brifiol , Wee re/fed the 
Thurſday : te next day benz Fryday bis Excellency marcted into CGloucetter, With 
jo many of bis Army as it could containe, and the reſt of the Arnaie quaitered in the 
eajacent Pariſhes, 


An Abſtrat of ſeverall remarkable paſſages which hap- 


pened at Glewceſter , _ the ficge, collected by an eyc- 
witnetle thereot. 


He cloſe fiege began the tenth of Auguſt 1643. 
and was raifed the fhtth of September , during 
which time there were between three and foure 
hundred great Shot, and above :o.Granado's, and 
as many hery Bullets ; which Granado's and fiery Bullets 
did no exccution, fave _ that one woman Was killed, 
and about three others with the great Shot ; neither were 
there any maimed. but ſome few l:ghtly hurt, Moſt that 
were killed with their Musket-ſhot, was by looking over 
the Wall at Friars Orchard, to ſee their Workes.

At laſt,upon the importuni- 
ty and pitifulneſle of their Petitions, the accuſation of Treaſon, 
which kept ſuch a noyleat firſt,being declined againſt them,they 
were releaſed inthe morning,but cooped up again before night: 
and after the revolution of foure full veneer were reſtored 
again ; a conditionall liberty , under which they remaine till 
this day. 

There wants not ſome,who affirm,that in that great Counſel! 


of Birds there were ſome Devoges (and 'tis well known where De. Holland, 


coyes were firſt bred) who called in,not _ theſe mongrill ob- 
fireperous Birds from abroad to commir ſuch outrages as were + 
ſpoken of before, bur drew after them alſo many of the greateſt 
Birds,who fate 1n that Aſſembly, to follow them whirher they 
liſted : Others,whowere of a more generow extraction, dildained 
tobe ſuch Buzzerds, as tobe carried away hood-wincked in that 
manner,to be Birds of their feather. Thus a viſible fation was 
harched in thus great Counſel, as if the ſaid Decoyes had diſgor- 
gedand let fall fome graines of Hewleck ſeeds amongſt rhem to 
diſtemper their braines.

many and ſo neere relations ; ſo doubtleſle in this time of need, 
They will nut faile to give reall prove of what before they profeſſed, A 
friend loveth at all times, a brother is borne for adverlity ; neither 
ſhall the Aſſembly or their Commilsioners be wanting in exhorting 
all others to their duty, or in concurring fo farreas belongethto 
their place and vocation, with the Eſtates now conveened in any 
lawfull and poſſible courſe which may moſt cunduce to the good 
of Relizibn and Reformation, the honour and hap ineſſe of the 
Kings Maj:Ric, the deliverance of their Brethren of Eng/and from 
their preſent calamitous condition, and to the perpetuating of a 
'rm2 and happy peace betwixt the Kingdomes.

Saunders, Wa, (re 
fong, Jo. Hackwill, Wals. White, good men and true. Bur whe- 
ther they were as big as their words, ard did all theſe thingy, 
you ſhall ſee anon in its dae place. 

Yet as ſedulous as they are at Excetey to reliſt the King, ſo di. 
ligent are they in the North in his Majeſties defence, eſpecially 
in the foure moſt Nertherne Engliſh Counties, Nor thamber. 
land, (umberland, Weſtmorland, and the Biſhoprick of Dar. 
bam : for we received Letters this day, dated the 29. of 4g 
eſt, that the afore-faid Connties are weſt nnavimous and chear. 
full in meeting on the leaſt warning, to repulſe any exeny that 
fhall offer to riſe againſt Hu CAMajeſtie , wider what pretence ſo 
ever. Therefere thoſe Counties have agreed to levy certaice 
ſummes to make all things in readinefſe, it any Invader ſhall 
happen to attempt their Country. And in the ſame Letters ir 
12 alſo ſignified, that Tinwenth Caſtle is already a moſt Rtrorg 
Fortification,that there are neare hand 10Co, men init alread 1 
very good fire-men, and Rout able bodied fellowes: And Ph 
Newcaſtle there are almoſt twice fo many there : That men, 
woren, and children and all are moſt ready to worke about 
any workes which they ſhall becommanded to, an that they 
have declared that they will all riſe az *neman : The Noble 
Gentry there having ſignified to their Tenants the juſtice and 
piety of His Majeftics and the Kingdoms cauſe, which hath 
tooke ſuch good root inthe bearts of theſe good peopleythat in 
three or fouredayes warning they can be above ten thouſand 
men ready in Armes.

poiible ro worke upon fuch terder-hearied men avour Bre- 

thren the S-0's are,the Three Lords, the few Commons, and the 

new Gomm on-GCouncell-men will have it eff:&ed.

And this you maſt know doth very much heighten the fa- 
Aion : and in particular CMwrford the pretended Gover- 
nowur of Sexthempron, one who is refolved by his vertuous 
good deeds to be every weeke taken notice of : This Mar- 
ford ( as by Letters trom Wincheſter we were this day cer- 
tified ) hath thruſt out all the Miniſters in and about Sewth- 
bempron,and in their fiead placedLevites of his own;men (© full 
of learning & piety,that one ot them (called Robinſon, his Wor- 
ſhips owne domeftike Chaplaine ) faid the laft faſt day in his 
prayer before his thing (which ke meanes for a Sermon ) theſe 
very words,0 Ged, O God, many are the hands lifted up againſt mw, 
but there is one God (it « thow thy ſelf O Father ) which deſt us more 
miſchief then they all, And according to this ſpirit which&obinſ-x 
was poſſeſſed with, Miftrefſe Mnrford theGovernors good Lady 
(the other day, a poore Seam(trefle) doth now ſooverflow in 
a/tvin: $& w/e, that the chief men of ſpiritdo extreamly emulate 
her for being better gifted then they for all their calling;where- 
in if hecontinue, ere long ſhe will be qualified ro be waiting 
Gentlewoman to the Lady Waller. And in the ſame Letteys it 
was alſo certified, that two of Captaine Symberbs troopers go- 
ingtorob a poore day Labourer neere Aulbrocke in Hampſhire, 
were by the poore man moſt deeently unhorſed, and afterwards 
Z az 3 well 
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well baſted,and laſt of all brought priſoners by him into Soath- 
hampton, both the Troopers were compleatly armed, but the 

poore man had nothing but a provg and a good heart. lf there» 

fore his Majefties Souldiers be hard put to it, a troop ot two 

of Hay-makers will be a ſufhcient Reſerve againſt theſe valiant 

borſ-men. 

Nor was it only Captain Symberbs Troopers that had ach 
Spirit of valour, kut His Excellencies own forlorne hope, are of 
the ſame make ; for yeiterday Colonell Sir [«h» Urry, and Ser. 
jeant Major Marrow ( being appointed by Prince RuyegTto 
charge the Rebels forlorne hope, with apart of the Queexyy 
Regiment) went on ſo refolutely,and were fo weil followed b 

_ their commanded men, that the Rebels preſently fellto their 
old diſcipline of running away. Ar firſt the Rebels diſcharged 
three or toure Canons from an ?dvantagious hill, having lined 
two lides of a corner hedge wich Dragoons, who from both 
ſides gave the Kings F orces a ſalute of Muskets as they advanced 
to charge their horſe party, but by that time the Rebels had 
diſcharged their Carbines and Piſtols, theſe Troopers of Her 
Majcities Regiment fell in with their ſwords, and chaled the 
Rebels, (according to the cuſtome) till they came to the maine 
body of their Army, which then lay ſhelter'd in a place that 
was ivaccethible, 1 here were killed of the Rebels 14. Or 15. 
in the place, ſome priſoners taken. and one of their Leaders 
wounded. T he Kings Forces loit not a nan, onely one horle 
was ſhot, which Captaine Law/en would have called a Com» 
mander. But the Queenes Regiment would not be content 
with this one victory, as you ſhall hear anon-+

plate. to the value of ten or twelve thouſand pounds, for theule 
of the {attion; int M., Hr atking what cau'e they had torob 
him 


him of all his eſtate, was anſwered, that he was a Aſalirnanrfor 
that none but 4 Malig nant could have ſo much ready monty, when 
the Parliament ani the Caule ſtc04 in /o much want, So that as 
long as this unreaſonable faftion ſhall want any money ( and 
they will be ſure fo want as long a$ any is to be had) every ian 
that hath money to buy him bread ſhall be a knowne Malig- 
nant» It people were not unexpreſlibly infatuated,they would 
never (ub, themſelves to this cruell Hewſe of bondage,as thele 
T i*kmaſters have made jr. 

And in the fame Letters it was further advertiſed , that Si 
Jobn Harriſon, Sir Alexander Carew , Sir Henry Anderſon and 
Maſter {onftantine are all vored from being any longer mem - 
bes of the Hoſe of Commons, as men ſuſpeRed to be weary of 
g"ing along with chem in their deſperate defignes ; (the Mem- 
bers th-uld firtt vote it tobea Houſe) as alſo thata Letter came 
to:h.t pretended Houſe fron; the Earle of Warwick (who is'as; 
mu-h Aimirall as they are a Houſe) certifying them, that his © 
Mariners many of them had nothing but Waterin fon e daye”, 
telling them in plaine Engliſh, that »nlefſe they ſent them ſpeedy 
pay,they muſt not expett ro have a Fleet long , as we hope in God 
they (hall not. That Sir Edward Baynton ( their old faithfall 
ſervant) was ſeized on in the Ifle of Wight, for ſpeaking ſome 
unreverent words againſt the ſacred members ; and is therefore 
bringingup to London according to order,with nine Trunks full 
of Plate and money (there, there is his malignity, it was that 
money which /poke the words) to receive condigne puniſhment, 
according to the haynoulſneſfle of his wealth. 

This laſt weeke wee told you that the Garriſon in Bar»ſfaple 
were treating with His Majeſties Forces there, and now (as we 
are to day certified by an Exprefſe thence) we are to tell you 
that Prince CManrice,Col. Digby, Col. Barkeley, Col. Baſſet, 
Col. 2 amfield, and the reſt of thoſe Noble and valiant Gentle- 
men inthe Weſt, intending as quicke diſpatch in thoſe parts, 
as the urgency ot His Majefties affaices required , had made 3 
gracious offer to thoſe of Barnſtaple by a meſſage ſent inwri- 
ting to them bearing date the 27 of Aug. In which was ſ1go0j- 
fied, that if in declaration of their future purpoſes to live in due 
obedience 
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obedience to His Majeſty , and the Lawes of the Land, andts 
ſubmit unto the dilcipline of the Church of England by Lay 
eltabliſhed, they did disband all extraordinary Forces by the 
laſt of A»gsſt , and ſhould abſtaine trom all military a&iong, 
not warrarited by His Majelty ; That then both they and all the 
reſt, who were withia their walls and juriſdiQtion, ſhould be 
fully pardoned, no man ſhould be permitted to plunder, or do 
any injury to their goods, perſons or eltates ; the towne to be 
left unto it ſelfe free from any Garriſon,to be goverr?d as it h.d 
beene formerly by the Iſajor and his brethren, and not tobe 
burthened wich any fines, or extraordinary rates, and taxes, but 
onely in a due proportion to the reſt of the County, Which 
gracious offer being chearefully accepted by the Major, and o- 
ther Inhabicants of the T owne on their part, and all the Cove- 
nants propoſed moft punttually performed by the Prince his 
Highrefſe, wronght ſuch impreflion onthe men of chiefe aus 
thority both for place and ation,that they mot onely did return 
a writing of their ſubmifſion,and conformity tothe ſaid propo- 
fi:ions made unto them by His Highneſſe,and preſently dilmif 
ſed all their Forces raiſed before the defence of that place, but 
(as is confidently ſaid )- the Major himſelfe made a Journey 
anto F xceter, to ſec if he could draw that City to the like con» 
tormity.

Thus it pleaſed God to blefle His Mjefties Forces in the 
We/?, and the ſame bleſſing waits his Majeftie in the North 
it being this day ſiguifed, that the Marquefſe of Newcafie pur- 
luing his vi tory againſt the Rebells ( whereot you beard on 
Fridsy this laſt weeke ) had regained Beverley, of which the 
Rebels had pofſeſſed themſelves , upon the going of his Forces 
into Lixce/n/ſvire, And to mate ſure of it for furnre, his Lord(hip 
had firengthened chat part of it which lay inext to Hall, and 
partly by blocking up the patfages , and partly by drowning 
ſome of che low grounds about it , had ſo ſhot up the remnant 
of thoſe Rebels,within the Towne, that they ſeeme impriſoned 
in their owne quarters, and have no way left open to them, bad 
they ſhips accordingly. But 
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But rhough they dare not fight with men they dare wich 
Images, tor Captaine Ven (43 we were this day advertiſcd) yho 
had becne hitherco ſo indulgent to his Caftle of Windſore , as 
not 10 ru'ne and deface the chicfe beauries of it, had at the laft 
broke dowre the curious Organs in the Calt!e Church, demo» 
lihed all the painted glafle, and committed many 0. her oytra- 
ges of that barvarous nature, not (paring the carved worke on 
the vety walls : perhap; to makc ir fitcer tor bis Wintersſtable, 
to which ule his Souidiers put it whea they firſt came thither, 
And tis a wonder unto me, not why hb: did i at the laſt, (tor 
we have long expcRed to hearethis from him) buc why be 
didit not betore,his Owne zeale and the frenzy ot his wite cog» 
ſidered. .

fly about their cares, ani could not but doe good execution. 

Fryday September 2 About three aclock in the morning, a Sergeam 
and toure more of Captain Hbizes companyyWith one Fobn Barne'word, of 
Captain Pm» the elders Company(who went forth in all the other ſalies 
with Granaocs) crept forth of a hole made in the Dungeon at the Eaſt- 

te, and came vcry ſoltly ro the mouth of the enemies mine there. The 

Barnewoeda\ter he had takenafide the board that covered it, and a 
pretty while viewed thera , fired andcaſt a Granadoe in amongit them, 
our foure Musketniers playing at thena as they ran out ef it, and (o _—_ 
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ted without harme. Wee killed foure and hurt others. This put the ene- 
my intoa great fright, they crying nothing but arme, arme, tor 2 g 
while afrer. | , 

Sxurday September 2. Our meine in the Fryars Orchard, was early this 
morning perfe&ed.and a Sacre placed there. Five out of a Company were 
drawne out upon the waltes,ang ſome Granadoes provided ready. About 
eight a clock inthe morning we playd thence with our great Lunne upon 
their Gallery, our Musketriers fending plenty of ſhot into chear trenches, 
an1 caſt divers Granadors thereinto, The enemy played with their Ord- 
nince upon the topof our wall, with which hicting one of out Blinds, 
they killed one of our men, as he was diſcharging his Masker againſt 
them. They played likewiſe with their Canon in Gaway-Greene upon the 
South gate to little purpoſe. Wee battered their Gallery with our Bolr 
ſhot, bur rowards the evening the enemy had ſunke a peice againſt the 
Port-hole of our mine, ſo that we were forced to withdraw our Sacre 
thence. Abour night they ſhot ſome Granadoes intothe I owne, where- 
of one fell upon a Stable in the Eaſtgate- ſtreet, neer whereunto ſtood ma- 
ny horſes, but hurt none of them. Our men skirmiſhed this day with ſome 
ſtraggling men in Fatheaw, where they killed a Corporall that rclufed 
quarter, \We diſcovered thar the enemy for all the Springs went on with 
their mine at the Eaft- gate, whereupon wee renewed out countermine 
there. The Welſhmen at the Vineyard had likewiſe now at laſt gotten 
the heart to advance as far as the Towne Ham, whete placing themſelves 
in aditch, they played upon our maides and workmen that were fetching 
eurftes out of the lutle meade > but our great Gunne at the pen (peaking 
ſome harſh language to them, trighted them away, bercaving (ome ot 
their owne native language. 

Sunday September 3, Inthe forcnoone the Con © err aſſembled at 
the Church co pertorme holy duties, but the Miniſtcr bemg informed of 
our great danger conceived at the Eaſt-gate, the enemy having planted 
{tore of Caron» baskets there, within lefic chen halte Musket-ſhwt, incend- 
ing a battery there, as we conceived , upon the [pringing of their mine, 
dilmilſed the Congregation without any Sermon. W hcreupon we began 
the lining of the houſes over the Ealt-gate, and the making of a very 
ſtrong Breſtworke crofle the Eaft- gate-ltreete, with a large erench before 
it, filled by Come ſprings there, incending to raiſe it upto che caves of the 
houſes, and to plant ſome Canon there. Wee alſo this day hoiſhed the 
Sconce we began Seprembey 1, upon the Mount inthe garden by the Fry- 
ars Orchard, where we could plant foure pieces of Canon, to ſcoure the 
Fryars Orchard, and all along the Eaſtgate. The enemy with ſome ſtrag- 
ang horſe and foore yapourcd ad. ay in the Wa/ham , but durit not

doms of England and Ireland, in DoQrine, Worſhip, 
Diſcipline and Government, according to the Word 
of God, and the Example of the beſt Reformed Chur- 
eches. And ſhall indeavour to bring the Churches of God 
in the three Kingdoms, to the neereſt conjunton and 
Uniformity in Religion, confeſſion of Faith, Formof 
Church-government, diregory for Worſhip and Cate- 
chizing z That we and. our Poſteriy after us, may # 
Brethren, live in Faith and Love, and the Lord may 
delight ro dwell in the middeſt of us,

3. We ſhall with the ſame ſincerity, reallity and'con- 
fancy, in our ſeverall Vocations ,- endeavour with our 
eſtates 2nd lives, mutually to preſerve the Rights and 
Priviledges of the Parliaments,and the Liberties of the 
Kingdomes , and to preſerve and detend the Kings 
Majcſties perſon and authority, in the preſervation and 
detence of the true Religion, and Liberties of the 
Kingdomes, that the world may beare witneſſe with 
/ our conſciences of our Loyaltie,and that we have no 
thoughts or -intentions to diminiſh His Majeſties juſt 
power and greatneſle, 


4. We ſhall alſo with all faichfullneſſe endeavour 
the diſcovery of all ſuch as have beene ,. or ſhall be In- 
cendiaries, Malignants, or evi!l Iuſtraments, by hin- 
dcring the Reformation of Religion, dividi:g tic King 
from his people,or one of the Kingdoms from another, 
or making any Fa&ion or parties amongſt the people, 
contrary co-this. League & Covenant,that-they may be 
brought to publick triall, and receive condigne puniſh- 
ment,as the degree of their. offences ſha'l require or de- 
ſerye, or the ſupream Judicatorics of both Kingdoms 
reſpectively, or others having power from them tor 
that effect, ſhall judge convenient. 


5- And. whereas the happineſſe of a bleſſed Pence 


between cheſt Kingdoms, denyed in former times t9 
our

our Progenitors, is by rhe good Providence of God 
granted unto us, and hath been lately concluded, and 
ſerled by both Parliaments, we ſhall cach one of us, 
according, to our place and intereſt , indeavour that 
they may remain conjeyned in a firm Peace and Union 
to all Poſterity ; And that Juſtice may be done upon 
the wilfull Oppoſers thereof , in manner expreſled:in 
the precedent Article. 


6. We ſhall alſo according to our places & caftings 
in this common cauſe of Religion, Liberty, and Peace 
of the Kingdomes, aſſiſt and defend all thoſe that en- 
rer into this League and Covenant, in the maintaining 
&purſuing thercof,and ſhall not ſuffer our ſelves direR- 
ly or indire&ly by wharſoever combination, perſwaſion 
or terror, to be devided & withdrawn from this bleſſed 
Union & conjunction, whether to make defeion tothe 
contrary part, or to give our {elves toa derteſtible indif- 
_ or neutrality in this cauſe which/ſo much con- 
cerneth the glory of God, the good of rhe Kingdoms, 
and honour of the King ; but ſhall all the dayes of our 
lives zealouſly and-conſtantly continue therein, again(t 
all oppoſition, and promote the ſame according ro our 
power, againſt all Lets and Impediments wharſoever; 
and what we arc not able oor {elves to ſuppreſſe or 6- 
vercome, -weſhall reveale and make known, that it ra 
be timely-prevented or removed; All which we 
do as inthe fight of God. 


And becauſetheſe Kingdoms are guiley of oy 
ſins & provocations againſtGod, 8 his Son Jeſus Chri 
as 1s t0O-maniteſt by our preſent diſtreſſes and dangers, 
thctruirs thercof; We profeſle and declare before ye 
an 


and the world, our unfayned deſire to be humbled for 

our own fins, & for the ſins of theſe Kingdoms, eſpeci- 
ally, that we have not as we ought, valucd the inefti- 
mable benefit of the Goſpel,that we have not laboured 
for the purity and power thereof, and that we have nor 
endeavored to receive Chriſt in our hearts, nor to walk 
worthy of him in our lives, which are the cauſes of 0- 
ther fins and Tranſgreſhons, ſo much abounding a- 
mongſt us,and our true and unfeincd purpoſe, deſire, 
and endeavour for our ſelves, and all others under our 
power and charge, both in publick and in private, in all 
duties we owe to God and man, to amend our lives,and 
each one to go before another inthe example of areall 
Reformation, that the Lord may turne away his wrath, 
and heavy indignation, and eſtabliſh theſe Churches 
and Kingdoms 1n truth and peace, And this Covenant 
we mak? in the preſence ofAlmighty Godthe Searcher 
of all hcarts,with a true intention roperforme the ſame, 
25 we ſhall anſwer at that great day when the fecrers of 
all hearts ſhall be diſcloſed , Moſt humbly beſceching 
the Lord ro ſtrengthen us by his Holy Spirit for this 
end, ando blefle our defires and proceedings with 
ſuch ſucceſſe, as may bee deliverance and {afery ro 
his people, & enconragement to the chriſtian Churches. 
groaning under, or in danger of the yoake afAnti-chri-

And yer excell they never ſo much in wir, learning, order, c—_ and phraſe : Ad. 
mit they deliver their words in Waxe, with a Soring-ſublrming, of high Stramer, and Chaicy 
Comprſures ; Though it move Great DrleHation of affettim, Suppoſe they tranſpor 
ehcir hearers with the wind of words, and flouls of cloquence:yct they are but Frothy af 
Vain? Preachers : yea they preach no more in realiry, then Harpoerares the Egyptian, who 
wat alwayes painted with his tinger in his mouth : For as every ſuund is not Muſick: fo 
every Sermon 15 not Preaching. A maine end of Preaching is Converting, a3 the end of 
Fiſhing is Catching, Bur their Sermons trend to no ſuch end, Well may theſe Cobwrds 
ot wit and 1carning be curious and admirable for cheir finenefſe of thread and worke: 
but ty arc of no ſubſtance or profit to the ſoule, As for their converting of a ſinner, or 
build ing up of a Chriſtian, they know nor what it meanes. As let me appeale to theirowmn 
Conſciences, whether in all their lives they have ſo much as Civiltzed, or Phileſophad 
one drunken, debauched, and vitious liver, by this their manner of preachtng, Or an 
any one of their Applauders ſay : Such a man hath made me an Hater of vice, and a Lnr 
. of vertue? No: for their Sermons doe nor more pleaſc the eareghen they Narve the ſoute; 
being like that Go/den Banker, which Caligula ſer beſore his gueſts, which onely delighzed 
the eye, bur neither pleaſcd the palarynor ſatisfied the Nomach. So thar ro ſpeak riphtly, 
They Coſenche world with Copper for Gold ; with Glafſe for Pearle ; with Setming for 
ſubſtance ; and fell us breath, for the bread of life, ro Arengrhen us ; and froth in flexd of 
Cordrall and Celeftiall water ro comfort us. The Prophet that bath my word, let bim ſpeak: 
my word faithfully. What is the Chaffe to the Wheat, ſaith the LORD? = 23.25, Or if 
the hungry ſoule finds any thing in their Sermons to feed upon, it is but like ameak of 
Crafiſh, where is much picking, very little meate ; or as a banker of Kick/ſhnwe, which 
neuher makes good bloud, nor begers ſpirits; ncicher Rrengrhens che ſinewes, nor increx- 
ſeth rhe marruw; but onely procures Juſt , makes the belly Alaruous and fyrls the 
body. 

I neednot Nand ro amplihe ir. You fnde in your owne obſervation and experience 

grear diflerenee berweene theſe Speculative Preacter i,and experimentall Divines. As hexe 
#he one, that ſpeakes ſpirituallchings in ſpicituall words, with ſpirituall devotion and 
zealc ; and you will be ready to ſay with thoſe Diſciples going ro Emmins : Did nr ow 
Pearts burne within 4, whiles he ſpake* Luke 24. 33. Or with thoſe, Mank. 7.29. # 
fprakes with author ity, and not as the Srribes : Or with him the Apoſtle ſpeakes of, 1 Cv. 
14.24, 25. who hearing the ſecrets of his heart made manifeſt, being convinced, fals down 
and worſhippeth, ſaying, God #s in him of a truth. Whereas heare one of theſe Sprovis- 
give Drvines preach, perhaps like a diſcourſe of Phil»ſophy read, the Invention , the Elv 
quence, and the Pertinency doth preſcntly move you, and tickle your ſpirit ; Bur cheres 
nothing moveth or prickerh your Conſcience : For it 1snor to it they ſpeak. 

I know nothing pleaſeth the carnall care more then variety :, And that flonuchs 
which within one moneth are weary of Manna, fet more by Sallats, and Sauces, and Kick 
ſhawes, fAaſhes of wit, then Subſtantial food, rhe Word of G OD, And ler ſuch a Cr 
rinthian Preacher (peake the Abortive kgments of his owne braine : yer cheir ſaperſtitiows 
applauſe ſhall be | Usx D271) The voice of GOD, and not of man, Ak 12,22, For it 
range to ſce how ſuch an Orpheus by his Meledious harping will draw theſe fiones, Birds 
and Beaſts after him ; ir being their manner to wrogate iO the Inſtrument, and derogaic 
from the Apenr. 

Indeed, they have ſmall cauſe ro joy in it; For, though they gaine this app auſc from 
men a3 carnall and gracclelſe as themſelves , who are ſpiritually blind; yet rhe ſold L. 
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more indiczous know, that a Minifter with a female wir is the worſt Hermaphrodite ; ang 
that theſe arc no more like Sermons, then Mirhals image of Goats-heire was like David. 

Which yet is to be underſtood of the beſt of their Sermons, For it's poſſible ſore of 
them may bc harmicſle, chough unprofrable, fc ſcmbling the herb John, which being pur 
into potrage, gives no raſte ar all, good or bad, but an excellent colour ; whereas roo of - 
rengin ſtead of diſcovering of and rebuking for finne : Lam. 2. 14. (which is the firſt tlep 
tending co <dificarion and converſion ) they Harter the people in their finnes, as thoſe 
Confederates of Corah did I/raeh. The Congregation is holy enzugh, Num. 16. 3- Orpreach * 
peace unto them, as the —_— to Eve. Tre ſhall not dieatall, Gen., 3.4, 5. Or promiſe 
them good ſucceffe in an evill way, as thoſe foure handred Prophers to Ahab. Gre up and 

:ſper : for the 0 RD ſhall deliver it into thine band, Chron, 18. 11, Which the Holy 
GHOST cals, Dawhing with untermpered morter, Exch. 22,25, Yea, they will taxe ano- 
ther of indifcretion, that preacherh the plaine rruch, and applies it home : So rhar finne is 
rather increaſed, then curbed ; and their hearers rather infefted, rhen inftrufted by their 
preaching : being good onely to inſeft young mens wits, as Plutarch ſpeaks of the Poet 
Tir. F or as Spiders, with a wondertu!l Arr,ſpin our of their breaſts, curious rhreads 
and cobwebs . $0 theſe beger and weave ſubtile ſnares with their wit, whereby their peo- 
ple fare, a5 one that witers his knife upon a chalkſtone, which doth nor ſharpen ir, bur ra- 
ther make it more dull, and blune. True; They pererive it not, becanſe theſe Melodi ous 
pre achers , like ſome carious Cook that (by varicry of fanccs ro plcalc che rait, ) marrcs 
wholſome meates,and helps unwholſome : They can pleaſc ſenſual! hearers berrer with 
Aarrery , then others can doe with trath : Who , of all enenues, arc the deadlici, 
For, 

1, Either in furthering finne, or in ſmoothering it, they berray the rcop ſoules, Or, 
2. In ficad of edifying ro ſalration,they cdihe ro damnation, being veryrhetoricall ro 
diſcourage the godly nd incr——_—— the wicked : For all their excellency of eloquence is 
uſed,nor m adorning good, hurt in colouring that which is evill; in putting hatefull mar- 

71110 good language : for the ſame diſcourſe, like rhe ſame meat , may be delicions'ro 
the palate, and ro the Nowach deadly : and wit and learning, if ic be not ſeaſoned with hu- 
milicy and love, ts but Armata In wititta, as Ariftotle mow « like a ſword in a mad mans 
hand, or like a lowing Edde, or high-ſpring tide , without bankes to limir the 
warer, 

And doe not many of theſe Preachers reſemble Cari», who was moſt wirrily wicked, 
and moſt ſingularly eloquent in miſchicle, againſt the good ; being like an Over-grown - 
Tea{,which carries a jewel in her head,but poyſon in her heart; which makes their mourhs 
ſo cycrflow with pride and choler againit the good. 

2, Or, ifrhey preach nar wickedly, in Harrering, or furthering of finne ; yer, as be- 
fore, they preach unprofhrably * as if they were reſolved ro connive at finne , as feedmg 
their flocks rather with words, then matter: as caring onely ro pleaſe, nor ro informe ; 
forming thc ir voice ro the liking of their hearers, nor their hearers judgement to the voice 
of CHRIST, in che Goſpel; and ſtriving more ro make them in love with the Tex- 
cher, then with the Letfon, Becauſe they ftand more upon cheir owne credir , then heir 
pcoples benehir, 

4 Or, if they labour ro b1l the head with knowledge, they leave the heart empty of 
grace ; ſpending their time exther in' Curio Quiſtiins , and vyaine ſpeculations ; which 
kind of preaching rends ratherto mirth, then godly edification ; as it is obſervable, that 
har age of the Church, which was moſt fertile in Nice Queſtions, was mot barren in Relr- 

gimme Thereafon is: It makes people thinke Re/ipion ro be onely a marter of Wit ; as 
[img of K nots, and untying them. Wherein the braines of men grven this way, are uſuat- 
Iy hotter then their hearts, 

5. Or, if their preaching he more ſolid , they rove altogether in Generalitirr: which arc 
no more avding ro rraftiſc, [1s an Ort lns Vpiverſall Map t5 ro dire 4114 WAY berwceerc 
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6. Or, in caſe they deſcend ro Particulars, They paſſe over the Groun.{s of Religimn, 
the moſt uſefull part of all Drvinity. For this laies the Foundation » the other raiſcth the 
Wal: and Rovofe. This informes the Judgement, that Ntirres op the AﬀeFions. And vw hat 
good u'e 1s there of thoſe Aﬀefiens, which run belore the Judgement ? 

2, Orlaftly, If they give youthe Ground; of Religion, and preach wholſome truths, 
yer they bring forth their Dogtrines; as ſume women doe their Ci/dren Sull-borne, for wane 
vf application : without which the former ſcemes ro benyv berter then a Faire lmage, or 
S ranee, which is beau full ro Centemplate , but is withour Life and Motion : I being the 
ſoule of preaching, when the Wird is brought home ro mens Conſciences, and applied 
cloſe, For, whereas thoſe other Divine diſcourſes intich the braine and rongue ; T his 
ſ:rrles che heart, changes the will, and workes upon the affections, Bur the Devill is wife: 
In the time of ſuperſtition, he pur out Verbum Edificamum ; the Word preached ; that 
men did ſcarce know ſinne in generall. In theſe daves of Profancneſle, br puts out Ver. 
tum Applicatum ; the Word Applied ; that few conſider what finne is in pratliſe, Bur nei. 
ther Dofrine withour Application, nor Application without Dottrine makes-a Chritian, 
And ſo long as the ſoule is not converted, Saran cares not how, or how many mer preach, 
And fo you have the ſeverall kinds of Nen-preaching Miniſters, That you may the berter 
diſcerne, how GODS people are gulled, and Satan advantaged thereby, who deales 
with the Church, as Veſpaſran dealt with Rome , who intending ro invade the Empire, 
hiſt made ſack of Alexandria, where were all the Granaries ; That ſo he might make them 
yeeld,for want of food,and become his vaflals. 

Wherefore take but aſcrious vew, Firſt, of the Number of theſe Fruitleſſe Preachers, all 
the Land over. Secondly, T hen of the Miſchiefe they doe, For,though they ſceme to be 
Neuters, in cop pariſon of thoſe which remaine to be ſpoken of (as dping neither good 
nor hurt.) yer they are Tr9ytor5 ro G OD and his Kingdome, and guilty of the pcoples 
bloud, whom CHRIST the chiefe Shepheard hath commincd to their charge. Yea, 
T hey are the ſole Cauſe of all the ignorance and profanence in the Land, As tell me, 
If a man will take uponhim the ofkce of a Paſtor, and yer nor Feede his people, chatde- 
pend upon hiw: To be a #archman, and yer nor give the people Warning of enſuing Dan- 
ger : To be a Leader, and yernor Inſtruff GO DS people, in the (pirituall Warfare : To be 
an Ambaſſador, and yet nor DeclareG ODS Meſſage to the people: To be their Phyſiran, 
and yer nor See to rhe peoples Health : Doth he not make himſelf Guilty cf their Miſes 
rrage, and Betray the Truſt, which was committed ro him ? It cannot be denied. Neither 
is there much difference betweene the Shepheards dettroying' the Sheepe with his ownc 
hands, or leaving them to the mercy of the Wolſe : Or of a Captaines giving up a Caſtle, 
or not defending it againit the enemy, when iris beſieged, Bur I have farre Worſe then 
rheſe,viz, Vnpreaching Miniſters, ro acquaint you with; and muſt therefore gee for- 
ward. 

Secondly, Vupreaching Miniſters doe Fdifie ro Damnaticn, and by their ſcandalous living, 
or by their Serpentine preaching, do pull downe and ««ftroy more, then G ODS Faith» 
Jail Preachers build up. 

|. Greatare the Nunber (even of thoſe that preach well) whoſe Lives are moſt Vicias 
and Atcmmable; Though one of them were enough ro Itagger a whole Nation ; conhde+ 
: ing how convetlant they are in andabour thoſe Divine and Heavenly Myſteries comained

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ke of holinsſſe themſelves, but remaine without the leaſt tinure thercof, in thtir heargs 

ind lives, what can men thinke of it ?

proverbe; Come Sandto,raga Diabole ; T hey have caren downe Saints, and voyd forth 
Devills. As that Viper is the deadlieft which feeds the ſweereſt, 

It was the ſaying of a Biſbogr Cork, That all the Noble mens bauſer that be had ever led 
in were rarke Puritans to b is maſters, 1 wiſh we could not apply it ro burdreds of the Mini 
fry, who jultiferhar groverbe, The near? the Church, the further from G:d, As it fared 
among the Jewes ; the nearer they were, to the Sanfturry, the funher they were trom 
Sarnthty. Or as one gives teſtimony of the Roumane Clergy : That Of aUChriftrans 1ral?- 
aw are the worſt ; Of all Italians the Romans ; Of all Romans the Prieſts ; Of all Prieft the 
Cardinalls, and commonly the moſt let Cardina?t is choſen Pope. 

Nor that the word of GOD ( which is ho/y,and juft, and grod, Rom, 7. 13. ) is the pro- 

per cauſe of cheir being the worſe ; no more than the Sun ſhining upon a Dunghil, 1; thc 
cauſe of gre ner Joe or its hear reflefing upon, venemous and. hanctull objetts, che 
beeder of horrid Serpents, Well may it prove an occalion cthereaſ; or at kat make ma- 
nifcft tha, which lay hid in 'he heare before, ( as a ftirious Maftiffe dog is the madder tor 
his chaine,) becauſe it 35 ſo powerfull and OPErati ve, that it will cuhcr quicken, or k1!l - 
either prove the ſweer ſavour of life unge be : 67 become the ſayour of death uns death, 2 Cor. 
2.15, 2Pet 3.16. Fornone cver heard it but they were either the bemer, oriche wore 
by it, Iris like a fFaQifying Dew,or rame, which fals nor boon any. ground mn yaine,, | bu 
wi!l produce cither che Herbs, Flowers, and ftuires of Faich and good Workes 3 Or the 
weeds and bryers of ittipiety and prophanenefſe.

For 
if you ſeeme ro miſſike their doings,they will anſwer : You wuſt doe as wee ſay, and not 
as wer doe, Which is a bad excuſe fit for (> bad a cauſe. As if they ſhould fay. Wee 
weodd have youre be Godly ; but we will not be godly : we wauld have you to be ſaved; bu wee od 
er ſjeFve; will not be ſaved, An Argumengnore like toconftirme them in Atheiſme, then

Weather or Leadimg-Sheepe takes a vagary,all the Rocke will follow him, Whence it hath 
ever beene the dangerous policy of Saran to affaulr principall men, borh in Church and 
the Se ; knowing the multitude (as we fay of Bees) will follow their Matter, The fats of 
om eminent perſons become Examples; Thoſe Examples Lawes: and it is naturall to men to 
en follow the Law of faft, before the Law of faith ; A yihble patteme rather then a meere 
the audible Doftrine. Yea, we refuſe to be led by prexepes, bur ate cafily overled by prefi- 
ne, dents. My people (faith G O D) are (oft like Sheepe, Jer. 50. And what followes ? Their 
m- Stephear ds have cauſed ther 10 got aft ray : they have turned them away from me, ver(. 6. From 
as the Paſtors example they all cake fre, as one T orch lights many.

Is it not the manner of all Court-Chaplaines, Epiſcopall Preachers, double benefic'd men, 
Scandalows Miniſters, and the like, upon as ſa'ſe and ſcandalous grounds, ro rell the people, 
yea and the King ro0z—Thatwrie are movers of Sedition, Treublers of the State; Rebel:, 
Doer: againſt the Decrees of Ceſar, Publiſhers of new,Fattions, and ſtrange Deflrines; Ring- 
leaders of Sefbs and 8 chiſmes ; Contentious Perſns, Hypocrines, Puritans, Browniſtr, Arabap- 
tifts ? And that we preach in Twhs? With infinice ſuggeſtions of this narure, able (as they 
are plautibly urged ) ro ſhake an wngrounded judgement, Which termes ſavonr of nothing 
bur pure malice and venoms rancoy againſt a'l grace and goodnefſe, Under which names 
deviſed by them, and raken up from thera ; how are the Religious hared, perſecurcd, re- 
viled, and ſcofied at ?

CHRIST ſhould be preached parely ; ir would quite cut downe worldly pompe, co* 
verouſnefſe and idlenefle in the miniſtery, And frare alſo,-that if it ſhoald rake place, 
they malt part with one or more of their livings; and pur themſelves our of all hope of 
ever riſing higber. Againe, they know the way to pleaſe rhe Biſhops 18, to preach againft 
the Paritans, And the way to Preferment is, by pleaſing of them. So their ambition of 
advancing their Owne henſe, blowes our their zcale ro GODS houſe I could conhrme this, 
by many examples, Bur I am forced ro maime the originall in every part, that ir may ſuit 
with the ſhort kreachr, and withthe times Onely rake Ezekielsreftimony, Cap. 22. They

mons their principall care is, how ro bewitch and ſp-y/e their hcarers,through a kind of 
PhiloC phy and vaine deceir, or beguile them with exrrcing words 1 which ſhall have a ſbew 
of humane wiſ-dowy and bumbleneſſe 1 f mide, or voluntary Religion in wil woſhp; and a 
pretence of mens traditions and rud.ments of the wor'd, Col 2.8.

Whence it is Saint Bernardcalling good Preachers the Light of the world, compares bad 
ones to Frgs and Miſts, which keepe the people from ſecing the light of the Goſpell, and 
receiving the Grace of GOD.

although it were not in their power ſo to doe , being over voted xt 
the Councell of Warre, by Captaines purpoſely choſen and new 
made by the Governour, that he might have the ſole power and 
countenance of that Councell to (crve his ends, and being likewiſe 
overborne by the Governours acceſfſe of power gotten from time

pether for the ſeryiceof their cowitry ; Secondly, preſently upen 
the Articles agreed npon,the Governour ſet all the priſoners inthe 
Town and Callle,at libcrty,theſe forthwithgrew inſolent and fell 
to plunder both Town and Caſtle, before the enemy entered to 
take orderly poſſeflion of thew;thele prifoners were many ip num- 
der, and divets of them men of good quality taken by Sir William

Though the Devil let paſſe the Munday Thankſgiving, which 
was more confuſed , yet he was ill pleaſed, and laboured to 
marre the mirth of Thurſday-Thankſgiving , which was inten- 
ded to be more Orderly, and Solemne. An Alarm was given 
Oftober 5. that they were coming againſt the Town the ſecond 
tine. This ored ſane difquiet, but ſerved to awake unto, and 
to ſweeten the following day of Thankſgiving, which was kept 
without diſtraRion, blefſed beGod.

Bout November the ſeven and twentieth, the Array, with 
lome three hundred armed men ( as is conceived ) be- 
ſides Club>-men, poſſeſſed themiclves of Blackburne, 
whence they ſent a party todiſarme Fhatey. This Alarm awa» 
ked the Aiitia , to awake the people by precept. They being 
awaked were ſoon up, and marched toward Blackbwrne, about 
two hundred armed men, ſome companies of Club-men, and 
ſome Horſe-men, but without Arms. The want of skill ja 
Souldiers , and $kiltull Captains to ſupply that want, cauſed a 
conſultation on Hinfield- Moore, which received Determination 
(not from the Diſcoverie of hidden kill, but from the reſo» 
lute will of theſe ſtirring Souldiers ) to diſpoſkile thoſe forci- 
ble Tenants. They fpeed on with ſhouting , dividing them- 
{clves unto the condut of two choſen Captains, and come 
within fight of the Town about eight of the clock , when the 
Queen of the night, that had ſhined upon their March, did 
diſcover them to their enemies : who ſoon Ict fli from the 
Steeple, which ordered one Captain and his compante to the 
South-ſide of the Town, and the other Captain with ls Com- 
pany to the-Eaſt-end of the Town , where they found, (though 
not ſo high , yet )) as hot entertainment out of the Town , for 
the ſpace of two houres, But God that varicth his provi» 


&nce according to tus peoples — , and had A 
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the raves of Aſorrbeſter, (that a rightfull people might not 
b 1:cd ) did :1»w open a dithcult paſlage to let im his 
tiiends, from whom the Array haſted, having dis-urdened 
them{dlver of thr Arms, and riſtored what they took from 
1 "59, Now had God added an experience of favourable 
pu ovidence, 1n a new kinde, formerly in a way cf Defence, 
now in a way of Oftcnce, declaring his All-ſuthciencie and 
co! pleatneſic for Waire , to thoſe two united Handed , ge 
ving a Shicld to Manckſtrr, and a Sword to Blackburn, 
hercby aſuri:ig them from heaven , That if they would cleave 
togcthcr, and te mutually aſſiſtant in his Cauſe, they ſhould 
be vario: fly , but ſuitably and completly afſilted and faved, 
he wou'd be their All-ſufticient God , their God indeed , and to 
purpole. 


By this time the Moſt-High had lifted us aloft , that 
we might through weaknefle of head , or neglc& of our foot- 
ing, have fallen dangercully , had not God as carefully taken 
us down, as he lifted us up ; which he did about the (ixteenth 
of December. 


The Plund:ring Array ifſued out of #iga», to provoke 
the anger, and ſtirre up the courage of the neighbourhood, 
whoto maintain their Protcſtation 1n their own defcnce, rc- 
ſolvcd to be mutually encouraging and aſſiſtant : but appr:- 
hending them{clves too weak, requelted two Captains out 
of Mancheſter, with their compeni.s , to Quarter with them 
for their ſecurity ; which was granted. This tw ſtrength was 
augmented by torces raiſcd thereabouts. They wax bold to face 
Wigcn, and come off faire, They go to Plunder a Papilts 
houſe necre Wigan. The enemy ſends a party after them , and 
1s advantaged by their ſecuritie ; But leaving thur Plunder, 


and taking tothcir Armes , they redeem their livertie for this 
time. 


Theenemy hath not thus done with them , he will te better 
provided for a {ccond encounter ; he Warrants the adjacent

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parts to come 1 to his help : Our Captains and Companies 8 HH, 
to plunder another Papiſts houſezthe Enemy with about a thou» 
land horſe and foot, makes aftcr them, ( as if they had choſen to 
reeve their confederate Papiſts.) Our Forces will not fiie, 
though tut about eighty Muſqucttecrs, no not from ſtrength, 
though as yet a door was open, but having drawn their compa- 
mes mto a Cloſe of ground upon the fide of Howebton Common. 
They confidently conflit with the eneny, to his great lofſe, to- 
wards three hours ; but leſt they ſhould elcape , ( as they were 
nigh to do) God fires their Magazine, and cools ther courage ; 
th.y ſound a Parley, have quarter given ti:zem for their Lives, but 
loote their Arms and Libertie ; three Captains and eight{core 
louldicrs were ſhut up into*the hand of the enemie , the firſt 
and tuwlelt blow God gave us in this kinde in the County ; an 
humblirg blow, and laſting warning : To this day we halt of 
this low though molt of our Captains and Souldwrs be rclea- 
ſed , (bleſſed be God) and well it is if we carry not the marke 
of this wound when it is healed. 


Upon this fad occaſion, God madea comfortable appearance, 
that he had not ſaved Afancheſter to the intent they ſhould fit 
ſtill, nor had he placed a Garriſon there, to make their mountain 
toltand ſtrong, but that they n:i2ht be ready for aRion at the 
beat of his Drum, which ſtruck up, after a reconciliation ſought | 
with him by faſting and prayer. The projet was for Zegh, our £r1gh, 
marching ont(as they fay)canſcd theEarl to retreat from his pur- 
potes and beginnings avainſt Bo/ton.T he day of aſſault, the weep» 
mg heavens changed their chear for our encouragement , looked 
fair upon our entcrprize, and triumphant return.

Ing of Che-Bcnr in the way, made it high Chriftmas Eve ere our 
men could fall on, ( an i::tortunate tune for us, as the Papilts 
would judge) but it quickned reſolution, and p26 el acti- 
on.

ing, they ſhot off their pieces, with ſhouting, ſaying , Take heed 
you Round-heads, God took heed for us, for we were not afraid 
of the noiſe, nor hurt once by the eight pound Bullet, though c1- 
recd againlt us cight and twenty times. We called on them 
(in vaine ) to come within Musquet ſhot. About twelve a 
Clock they called a parlcy : The pretence was, it we would 
yecld the Towne, and the Arms, and ſubmit to the Earl of Dar- 
by, they would meditate with him tc ſupplicate the King to 
grant a Pardon. The int-nt was to carry their god ( the greatelt 
Ficld-Pijece) ncarer the Towne , he was too farre off to doe any 
harme. We ($Scot-likc) knew not the meaning of a Pardon, pro- 
fling our {elves to be for King and Parliament, When we 
would no Pardon,they l:bourcd to puniſh us,having ſet up their 
Idoll nearer, by the con: ucll { as they report ) offour or five 


Priclts and }c{ui es,a1:d other great Papiſts, whom they had at 
hand in a tythe Darn ; Til Sun-ferting both (ides plaid fiercely, 
but then taking a fvaritage of the darknef(-, they fled in fear , and. 
Ovcr-run tLetr great Pieces, truſting more to the night for pro- , 
toftzon, thay to thur own courage of ſtrengh,

The ſeventh and eight of February were devoted to God in 
Faſting and Prayer in Afaxchefter, to ſucceed -our Forces that 
were upon their march. The firſt day was ſpent, and gave 
ſtrength to our men to marchall night, and to ſet upon Preſton 
by break my , thenext mornidg, the ſecond day of faſting, 
when ſome of ovr men ſoon advantaged themſelves by taking of 
Ribl.- Bridge, and with unſpeakable courage ſet npon the Town, 
well fortified and manned, which God gavethem in two hours, 
a5 a preſent return of prayers. Such courage was raiſed inthe 
Souldiers, that they dared to take hold of their enemies Mufb- 
quets put thorow the Loop-holes, as if the miracle of wercy had 
been again revived, P/alox 91. 19. Thom ſhalt tr1ad upon the Ly» 
on and Addr, And when the Pikes kept them off from the Mud-+ 
walls, yet by breaking thorow an houſe ſome twenty entred the 
Towne; which Cal) number drew down a Troop of Horſe 
to take a Prey, But Moſts, Aaron, and Hur being on thetop of 
the hill, whilcſt 7-4 was fighting in the Valley ; the Captaine 
of the horſe was killed, and the Troop ſcattered. Then came up 
the reſt of our men, killed the Major and ſome others, chaſed the 
Enemy, and commanded the Towne. Here Divine Providence 
took a novle Captain off his feet before the dangerous diſcharge 
of a Bullet, he ſtood not to fall, but fell to riſe, We loſt few men 
1n this dangerous aſſault, took ſtore of priſoners and Armes, and 
came in the nick of time to relieve the well-afteRted in Preſton, 
and thereabouts, upon whom the Array were prepared to um» 
poſe an Oath and heavy Taxations. This prey God plucked out 
of the teeth of the Lion, and paw of the Bear. 


Hawghton Tower, | 
It was not lone after, that this glorious victory was clouded 
by a dark and terrible blow at Hawghton Tower, where the mile 
carriages of great and ſinall in the taking of Pre/f#» , did us more 
miſchict, than all our enemics from the entrance of our hoſtility, 
to that time ; 28 ſometimes //racls fin thorow B al44997 counſctl, 
prevailed to puniſh them more, than Warre or Witchcraft.

Towne to ſubmiſſion , but they retolved not to change the 
tenure for King and Parliament. When Sun was ſet, and 
it began to be darke , the Miniſter of the Town prayed with 
a company of Souldicrs, mult of them Towntmen. The 
end of Prayer was the beginning of the Fight, and where 
the Soukdicrs had eyzn now Prayed, thcy had a furious Al- 
ſault: The Enemy came on deſperately , even to hanc- 
blower,

Howes, and ſome of them leap'd apon the Works, where 
thy found Cluv-law. The enemy retreated, and left ten 
man dzad. After this they made no aſſault till Bury Forces

Ur Celire to ſecure onr Garriſons, to relieve Warrington, 

which we had occaſionally opprefſed, and to improve 
thoſenew T alenrs lent us by God, and ſent u> by Sea, made 
ws thinkeupon a Voyage to Lancaſter ; the faicnefle of the wea- 
ther, and drinefle of the way wereſtrong encouragements, 
We begin our March the eight and twentieth day of April ; 
the prelerce of God was fought for fake Convoy ; and fo ter. 
rible was the preſence that accompanied our March ( what elfe 
cinirbeimputedts?) that our Forces pall:d ſafely thorow 
Wig.m (though the encmy found his former neſt after we had 
tiken it) Preſcot , Ormeskirk ( where we marred an insended 
Muſter) and Preſton (chat recovered Prefton ) Whenc: ( heir- 
ingour friends in L:1:-2ſ1;re were in ſome danger ( thonghit 
was nothing but the Exrls hafting into Torke-ſhire, and the reſt 
of the Forces ſpeeding to Hornby Caſtle) we ſtretched our 
march to Lmeaſter. 

In all this way, as we moved, ſo the cn:2my removed ; w: 
{:w nothing remarkable in them, bur cruelty and cowardice :

Our arrhe at Lancafter was welcomed wich the faſety of the 
Caſtle, the good poſture of the Garriſon , their comtortable 
proviliog , and the well-nigh preparedneffe of the Carriage : 
And after we had refreſhed our Army a tew days with che fighe 
of Thurland Caſtle, and the repart of our forraigners againſt 
Hornby Caftle, we advanced homeward the ninth day of Afay,

Whilſt che duty was 1n performing, ridings came of the ta- 
king of Winwick Church and Steeple , they on the Steeple 
Nanding on terms, till God ſent adeadly meffenger our of a 
Fowling-Piece to one of ther zalfo a ſtrong Hall pollefled by 
profeſſed Romane Catholikes, and ftored with Proviſion , as 
i ir had bcen parpoſely laid in, beth for our fupply and 
eaſe. 

In this #/2rrington Siege, fo geod a frien1 was God to onr 
faith, that the greateſt Pecce was wace unulſctull, the ſecond 
time it was in u{c; and withour the terrour of thoſe Idols, the 
living God gave us the Church and Steeple the 26 of 4ay, 
withthelctſe of one man ; and that ſtrong Hold upon cerwes,

F Providence much to be obſerved in this Siege, was this : 
One nighe our mcn were to work within half Masket {hoc of

but the enemy would hear : When ſome went fo worke, 
others went to prayers ; and (God raiſed a great winde , thy

before they breath in thar new world, the well-aff Qed pray 
aſter their prayers, a mighty winde forceth ics palſege incor 
Charch, blows down the Organs, brake them, and ſtop their 
breath. 

That which ripened the enemies raine, was their hard 
nage of priſoners, and well-aff. Red in the Town, their cx-« 
rreme cruelty in the Countrey , killing a godly man and his 
witein their owne houſe; and their profeſſed confidence and 
pridein their ſtrong Hold, appearing by their hanging out a 
Flag of Defiance upon the higheſt Chimney, 

Ar this time waiced a Ship at Liverpoole, watching this friend- 
ly opportunizy counbarden it ſelf for Cheſbire , and ro ſupply 
us with Powder, Liverpoel readily giving entertainment and aſ- 
fiſtance to it and us, Some* recompence God madeto tyred 
Warrington, in the fhtortnefſe of the Siege, and ſecurity from 
ſpoyle, which we charicably made an Artiele of our Peace :

This attempt was judged -l._ in the undertaking, and 

diſkonouravle in the Iflue, but mcouraged by a weighty and 
{caſonable word of a preſent Diviue. ; 

The Onſet was led on, not altogether unlike that of David 
upon the Amalekiter, 1 Sam, 30.11. 

Our Scouts took a fouldier that had eſcaped out of the Ca. 
ſtle, whogave us true information of the ſtate of thinos, 
taught us rather to enter in by the Window(a great W indow 
at the end of the Hall) and undertook to lead the Forces to 
this place of advantage. 

The Companies drawn out for this Deſigne, accommo« 
dated with ſcaling Ladders, great Hammers, Ropes, Mat- 
tocks, and ſome combuſtivle matter for the Gates, were ap- 

inted to play on that ſide towards the Gates, to draw them 
en that ſide, where the reſt were to force their entrance. 
The fore Forces played upon the Caltle and Church, not 
without great danger of Iron and Stones, till they put fire to 
the Gates, which ſmoaked them further oft ; The back-for- 
ces were a buſie at the Window , ſcaling and hammering ; 
Which undaunted refolution to enter by the Gates and Win» 
dow, ſpeeded the cry ofthe Enemy for Quarter, which was 
fpcedily granted, the gatcs opened, and the Caſtle entred. 

In this afſault, for two hours ſpace, we loſt but two Com- 
mon ſouldiers, a third dangerouſly wouned , fome other 
hurt with ſtones , but not mortally.
